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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

Election of species 

This application contains clainns directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species as 
described above for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if 
no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. 

The following specie election is required. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 
121 to elect a single disclosed species for prosecution on the merits to which the claims 
shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. Specifically, 
applicant is required to define each of a single species of an oxygen labile active agent, 
for example, vitamin C, E, K, A, ascorbic acid, tocotrienol, hydroquinone, ubiquinone, 
dihydrolipoic acid, retinoid, and retinol. Also a single species of a plant extract, for 
example, Chaparral extract, Rooibos extract, Arjuna extract, Cranberry extract, and 
Lapacho extract. Currently, claim 1. 11, 17 are generic. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
reserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse.
